Most men regard mud as a mysteri- 
ous dispensation sent by Providence to 
afflict people, much in the same man- 
ner as flies and smallpox. It has,how- 
ever, as we shall «show, played an im- 
portant part in the history of the 
world, and fills some usefal purposes. 
Man’s career, as we are taught, first 
began in mud—or dust; 
mud, and its course is' often very 
muddy.. Adam, according to tradi- 
tion, was made of red earth—in fact, 
that is the meaning of the name—and 
was, consequently, a man of ruddy— 
not muddy—complexion. The best 
soil obtainable was doubtless used for 
the purpose. such as is found, in some 
of our choice foothill sections, and 
brings from $250 to $500 an acre, being, 
as the real-estate circulars say, 
‘adapted to grow to the highest per- 
fection,” etc., etc., choicest 
products of a semi-tropical,’ e€c., etc. 
It will, therefore, be seen that Adam 
was a well-made, if not a self-made, 
man. Our colored brother was prob- 
ably made from adobe soil, which will 
explain the belief entertained by the 
Southern “chivs’ that they are con- 
structed of different clay. 
After life's fitful dream, we again re- 
vert toour original element of dust, 
which, unless carefully protected from 
the weather, will soon be transformed 
into mud, and is liable to be ased for 
most ignoble purposes. <A writer, 
theorizing on the mutability of human 
greatness, has suggested that Cxsar’s 
clay may have been used to stopa 
bung-hole. Possibly some of our citi- 
zens have been engaged, during the 
late storm, in brushing from their be- 
spattered pAntaloons venient of their 
remote ancestors. 
Mud, or clay, is an article of diet 
with manyraces in South America and 
Asia. Even in our own Southern 
States the practice is not unknown. 
Suck food must be, as Sam Weller said 
of the muflins, ‘‘wery fillin’ at the 
price.”’ These tribés would never need 
to starve in Los Angeles, although our 
variety of mud, like old’ limburger 
cheese, would probably be found too 
rich for an every-day diet, and be re- 
served for festive occasions... Most 
white people prefer to absorb the 
requisite amount of mud after it has 
been rendered palatable by being 
transformed into grain, potatoes, cab- 
bages or other succulent vegetables. 
There are some, however, of the Uriah 
Heep class, who seem to h&ve a pro- 
pensity for eating dirt, while others 
are occasionally forced to do so. 
Mud baths are frequently. indulged 
in as acure for a variety of ills. If 
there is any efficacy in such treatment, 
Los Angeles ought to be a remarkably 
healthy place just now. 
Mud,in the shape of ‘‘adobes,”’ 
the usual material for abbrivinal 
dweHings in warmer countries. It 
was such sun-dried bricks that the 
captive Israelites were forced, by their 
Egyptian task-masters, to make with- 
out straw—a feat which is rivaled by 
some of our contemporaries, who try. 
to get out a paper without news. Look 
at the Trombone, for instance. 
Houses are still built almost xclu- 
sively of this material throughout 
Mexico; New Mexico and Arizona. In 
Florence, the cougty seat of Pinal 
county, Ariz., the first lumber house 
was built last month. ‘In our Los An-) 
geles *“‘Sonoratown’’ there are many 
adobe houses remaining, but they are 
rapidly disappearing. These adobe 
houses have to be well roofed, or they 
are liable to melt during a heavy rain 
and run away in-the gutter, leaving 
the unfortunate inmates nothing but a 
floor with a roof on it. 
Then there is. the campaign mud, 
which is in great demand in. the 
United States every four years, when 
it is flung around profusely, regardless 
of cost. Said a great French diplomat: 
““Calomniez! calomniez! Il en vrestera 
toujours quelque chose!”” Throw enough 
mud, and some of it is sure to stick! 
This is a campaign year, and there is 
a big local supply of mud on hand. 
Mud also figures largely in the oper- 
ations ot the stock market. A little 
note from a broker, calling for 
“more mud,” often comes in the, 
nature of a death warrant to the 
speculater who has been buying be- 
yond his means. Another feature of 
the market is the. ‘‘mud-hen,’’ who 
hovers around the brokers’ offices with 
bedraggled skirts, as she watches her 
little pittance melting away on a 
margin. 
Mud may be said to rival the sun as 
a source of life. Without mud, in -the 
form of soil—adobe, loamy or other- 
wise—we should have no bread, no 
meat, no wine—no na’athin’. In fact, 
we shouldn’t be here at all. in South- 
ern California, toward the end of the 
year, we are all engaged in praying for 
moisture, to tarn the dust into mud 
and make the grass grow and the cat- 
tle fat and the farmers “‘jubilant,’’ and 
when it comes we, city people immedi- 
ately begin to anathematize its effects. 
This is a faic sample of human nature. 
The mud of our fields means plenty 
and prosperity to farmer and merchant 
and laborer. The land-owner laughs 
and marks his price up $20 an acre. 
In town lots, mud is worth about a 
‘dollar a peund, in the business center 
of the eity. In the rainy season a man 
can easily carry off a dollar’s worth on 
his boots. Mud to the value of nearly 
$100,000,000 was sold in this county 
last year, and the cry is still for more. 
Last, but by mo means least, we 
come to Los Angeles street mud. 
This is a subject so deep and power- 
ful that we hesitate to grapple with 
it. ~ Itis net pleasant to handle, even 
with gloves. Jhos Angeles mud should

right here on the streets of Los Ange- 
les, a deposit that our citizens would 
gladly dispose of at a moderate price, 
or. even less. A few pounds of this 
stuff ought to make the least bloomful 
desert “blossom as the rose,” as the 
country papers say. The man who 
cleans the New York streets for noth- 
ing, cleans up $50,000 a year. Why 
don’t our City Fathers give some one 
a chanee to grow rich? The subject is 
ta fertile one; so fertile that we can’t 
exhaust it in a single article. 

A correspondent in. today’s paper 
calle attention to abeneficent purpose 
served by Los Angeles mud. It fur- 
nishes an easy surface to lund on when 
a man stumbles into a chuck-hole, soft- 
ening the hardship of the fall, as it 
were. Perhaps this is why our humane 
City Daddies ieave the mud on the 
streets. 

We might mention many other char- 
acteristic features in relation to mud, 
but we wil! cease, for fear of muddling 
our readers. We have shown that 
everything begins and ends in mud. 
It.is strange that a substance which 
plays so important a part in mundane 
affairs should have received so little 
recegnition. Temples have been 
erected to the sun; let us have a 
monumenttomud! We would suggest 
the corner of First and Spring str2ets, 
Los Angeles, as an appropriate loca- 
tion.
